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OLD GOATS 
W3SGR 


$9! By writing about my 
radio past, I though some of you 
Old goats would come forth with 
some of your experiences from 
back in the old days, when radio 
Was experimenting fun. 


I’11 try again. 


Back in the thirties, when 
money was money (the usual income 
for labor, etc. was $22.50 per 
week), everything radio-wise was 
very expensive. In those days a 
person living in a small city 
(277), (say 20,000 people, the big 
city in the little woods) we got 
most things we needed for 
building radios by mail. (that’s 
Still a pleasure). 

Anyway, as I Said before, my 
first transmitter ended with two 
Bilis, push-pull. The receiver 
WaS an RCA all-band broadcast re- 
ceiver. This receiver was really 
wonderful, in that it brought in 
continuous from above the 
broadcast band up to 30 meg. To 
this was added an oscillator with 
a variable capacitor for CW. 

Speakers were too expensive 
and noisy, or maybe earphones 
were the thing (Baldwins were hot 
stuff). 

90, With earphones on tight 
to the ears for signals from VK 
land, it was murder when your 
local Ham sent CQ with his one KW 
CH rotary spark gap outfit. 
Believe Me!, I was absolutely 
paralyzed, till he stopped. This 
meant you learned to keep the 
phones sort of half on the ears, 
Or one on, one off, (AGC? what's 
that). 

All kinds of antennas were 
tried, the window, the counter- 
poise, the zepp, dipole, long 
wire. On 160 meters I used a 
long wire, (the back yard was 60

KB3IV gave the Treasurer's 
Report which was approved as 
read. 

W3IIM reported for the Mea- 
bership Committee. Jack report- 
ed that K3QLY’s application was 
golng to be published this 
month, and that KB3RN’s applica- 
tlon was due to be voted on. 
W3GNM made the motion that we

He 
also brought up the fact that we 
regularly receive the lists of 
upgrades and new tickets fro 
the ARRL. He wanted to know 
what we were going to do with 
them if anything. After the en- 
Suing discussion it was decided 
that due to the extreme expense 
Of mallings we would table the 
lists at this time and continue 
to contact new members in the 
methods we are currently using.

The meeting was adjourned at
